DENIES HOOVER | | 
SENT ULTIMATUM 


Asserts Paris Government 
Is Willing to Aid Ger- 
many if Money Will Not 
‘Be Used for Arms.

PARIS, June 27,.—Premier Laval, 
in his successful plea to the Cham- 
ber of Deputies to accept the 
French moratorium counter plan 
delivered just as dawn broke over 
Paris today, folldws: 

“These are grave hours for those 
who hold the power and responsi- 
bility of government. On June 17 
the German Ambassador notified 
France that his country was going 
to ask for a moratorium. Two days 
afterwards President Hoover su - 
mitted his proposal. 

“The Government might have 
drawn up a vigorous note embody- 
ing the reactions of the people who 
have suffered so much and who do 
not wish their rights neglected, I 
am not sure that in doing this we 
would have acted well. We might 
have simply accepted President 
Hoover's proposal as other Pow- 
ers have done already. — 

Cites His Own+Calmness. 


“Gentlemen, you the sovereign 
representatives of national will 
would not have approved such a 
step. We have preferred our meth- 
od of action. You can’t deny my 
quality of calm and sang froid.” 

The Premier recalled that Mr. 
Hoover had requested simple adher- 
ence, but said the French Cabinet 
unanimously decided upon the re- 
ply which contains reservations. He 
said it now remained to be seen 
whether the Government had acted 
rightly or wrongly. 

“] imagine you would have dis- 
approved me tomorrow,” he con- 
tinued, “if negotiations with the 
United States had been broken off 
and if we were unable to hold con- 


bassador Edge. 

If Germany were no longer pro- 
tected by the American proposal, 
she would turn towards France to 
demand a moratorium. Flandin 
(Finance Minister) has explained 
how the American plan, amended, 
‘will cause less harm to our finances 
than a moratorium. I don’t wish 
to envisage any other hypothesis. 

Cannot Break With U. 8. 

“The problem is so exceedingly 
delicate I don’t hesitate to affirm 
that if you overthrow us, the Gov- 
ernment which succeeds, unless it 
betrayed the interests of France, 
could not break with the United 
States.” 

Denying that the United States 
had sent an ultimatum to France, 
Laval continued in tones of solem- 
nity which held the attention of 
the Deputies. 


“Listen to me,” he said. “Two 
days ago in a message widely 
broadcast Chancellor Bruening 
sent out an appeal for collaboration 
with France and I replied to his 
appeal. M. Briand saw Ambassa- 
dor von Hoesch and told him the 
French Government would invite 
Bruening and Curtius to come to 
Paris as soon as possible. We have 
no need of lessons in patriotism. I 
know the language to use in talking 
to Bruening. The sacred rights of 
France will be defended.” 


He emphasized that France in 
1926 was in a more critical posi- 
tioi than Germany is today but that 
France did not call for foreign as- 
sistance. He said France then 
made the necessary sacrifices. - 


“Germany now turns toward us,” 
he continued. “We have adopted 
toward Germany a policy of co-op- 
eration. We don’t think the mo- 
ment has come,to renounce this 
policy. Germany is passing through 
difficult days. Under certain con- 
ditions Germany will find in France 
the necessary assistance. 


Willing to Aid Germany. 


“We will say to bruening that if } 


this policy of European co-opera- 
tion is to have happy results, the 
thick atmosphere which now en- 
shrouds Germany must be dissipat- 
ed. We will tell Bruening we come 
to aid Germany if 10,000,000,000 
whereby the German budget will be 
lightened will not be utilized for 
increasing armaments to be direct- 
ed against France and the peace of 
the world. 

“We will tell Bruening, and I al- 
ready have said the same thing to 
President Hoover, that the state of 
public opinion fn France as well as 
the session held tonight by the 
Chamber, proves that one cannot 
with impunity trifle with the sensi- 
bility of a country. To permit the 
Government to accomplish its pur- 
pose we will not talk a language 
which will strike a blow at the dig- 
nity of the German people. , 

“We wish these two great peo- 
ples may find again the beneficent 
laws of organized peace. Now, I 


tell you it is not for the Govern- 
ment you are going to vote but for 
France herself. In the question of 
national intefest I implore you to 
reflect, to examine your -° con- 
sciences.

Difference in Measurement Standard Gets 


Post and Gatty in Mixup—Surplus Has 
to Be Siphoned Out.

MOSCOW, June 26. (At the Fly- 
ing Field).—It is unfortunate that 
they overload us, because time 
counts and we are anxious to make 
a record over Siberia. We expect 
to reach Novo Sibirsk about 6 
o'clock this evening providing we 
don’t encounter a thick fog. The 
Soviets co-operated very well with 
us in the question of maps and 
charts. They have given us blue 
prints telling about landing fields 
and showing their position in rela- 
tion to towns. We will take a short 
rest at Novo Sibirsk, then try to 
make Irkutsk in one hop. 

Soviet aviation authorities ad- 
vised us to halt at Krasnoyarsk, but 
we won’t unless we have to. 

In the matter of fuel the kind we 
got at Moscow was of good quality, 
and the Soviets assure us that the 
same kind is obtainable in Siberia 
at the places we will land, but 
they sent 20 telegrams to various 
points just to make sure. 

Much Food, Little Sleep. 

Our two-hour sleep didn't do 
much good. J might have been 
better to sleep all evening, but the 
Soviets had prepared a nine-course 
banquet for us and we couldn't dis- 
appoint them by not appearing. 
They. made speeches and drank to 
the success of our trip in -.wine 
toasts, which we acknowledged by 
drinking water. 

When we returned to the field 
we found the Russians had over- 
loaded our plane with gasoline. 
They didn’t want us to dump it on 
the ground for fear of fire, so they 
had to siphon it out. It took them 
quite a little while to find a tube, 
and then one of us had to do the 
job. We had told them the amount 
of gasoline we wanted in gallons, 
but they measure in liters (a liter 
is a trifle more than a quart), 
and so made the error somehow. 

We also had to leave behind 
most of the food they had stocked 
in the plane, for it was far too 
much. 

For a great part of the distance 
across Siberia we expect to be 
able to follow the tracks of the 
Trans-Siberian Railway. 


We couldn't get complete weath- 
er reports, so we don’t know ex- 
actly what we are running into, 
but think it will be rather poor 
rfiying conditions judging by the 
rain and mist in the Moscow re- 
gion. 

Our plane is running sweetly 
and attracted great interest on the 
part of Russian aviators, who ex- 
amined it carefully. On the whole, 
flying is harder here than in other 
countries, since there are not as 
yet many facilities. The telegraph 
doesn’t work the way it should, it 
is difficult to keep outlying posts 
well stocked on account of lack of 
transportation, and little things 
seem to cause many delays But 
the Russians make up in spirit 
what they lack materially. Their 
attitude is very friendly and sym- 
pathetic, and they are doing their 
best for us. 


Fiyers Carry Emergency Telegrams 
Written in Russian. 


By a Russian Staff Co pondent of the 
New York Times. 
MOSCOW, June 27.—Post and 


Gatty left Moscow today bearing 
telegrams written—with expert as- 
sistance—in Russian recording all 
Phases of possible happenings to 
them while they are flying over 
Russian territory. If they de- 
scended at Novo Sibirsk they were 
to file form A; if at Irkutsk, tele- 
gram B. “All well’’ calls for an- 
other form, “trouble with the mo- 
tor’ for still another, and other 
emergencies for still different 
forms. 


The necessity for this illustrates 
admirably the difficulties of trav- 
eling in Russia, outside of the great 
cities. Beyond Moscow and Len- 
ingrad the telegraph offices do not 
receive messages written in any- 
thing but Russian and, as the Rus- 
sian language has its own alphabet 
and characteristic printing, just as 
Chinese and Japanese have, it 
would be quite useless to hand in 
a telegram in another language 
and expect to have it translated 
or even considered. 

Even with their present special 
equipment, it is not at all certain 
that we shall hear promptly from 
the flyers, telegrams from Siberia 
often taking two days to arrive. It 
is just one of the ways in which 
| Russia is “different.”

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In Address to German 

Bankers Chancellor Cau- 
tions an Excess of Short 
Term Credits.

BERLIN, June 27.—Chancellor 


Heinrich Bruening, in an address 
today before the German Federa- 
tion of Bankers, pointed out there 
was hope for a new upward move- 
ment in the Hoover proposal so 
far as Germany's economic life is 
concerned and he warned against 
short term credits. Germany, he 
declared, must settle down to the 
utmost thrift and economy. 

“We are happy to note that in 
the Hoover plan there is voiced 
confidence that Germany will make 


judicious use of the relief afforded 
by the plan,” he said. “This relief 
must, however, lead to the internal 
strengthening of Germany's -eco- 
nomic life. Such strengthening 
must be based upon a sane finan- 
tial policy on the part of all pub- 
lic bodies.’ 
A sane social policy, Bruening 
declared, was possible only on the 
safe basis of stabilized economy 
and finance. “So long as foreign 
countries can cause disturbance by 
the withdrawal of moneys all meas- 
ures of social and political nature 
must lack the necessary security. 
Extreme Thrift Urged. 
“Extreme thrift must remain the 
guiding line for public and private 
economy,” he added. In this con- 
nection the Chancellor lauded the 
United States where, he said, lead- 
ers of private industry admitted 
the mistakes they had made and, 
together with the . Government, 
sought for remedies. 
“We must refrain as much as 
possible from negotiating short- 
term credits,” Herr Bruening de- 
clared. "At least they must not 
swell beyond an amount which can 
be maintained by our own indus- 
tries."’ 
The state alone, he said, cannot 
solve Germany's difficulties, but 
private industries must use al] their 
energies to assist. He pleaded for 
co-operation between the Govern- 
ment and private business and ap- 
pealed for “an ethical feeling of 
responsibility for the common 
weal.” 
Hans Luther, reichsbank presi- 
dent, who spoke after the Chancel- 
lor, declared the reichbank proved 
its stability during the sensational 
withdrawal of foreign exchanges 
which started June 12. 
“It was able under all circum- 
stances to safeguard German ex- 
change,” he said. “To talk about 
a new inflation is idle’ twaddle.” 
A large portion of the German 
press is respecting the Covern- 
ment’s request not to comment on 
the French moratorium answer but 
the more outspoken journals de- 
nounce it in the severest terms. 
Bitter Comment on France. 
One of the sharpest commenta- 
tors, surprisingly enough, is the 
democratic Boersen Courier, which 
under the caption, “Laval’s Unsat- 
isfactory Note,” declared: “Ifthe 
Hoover plan is an attempt to spin 
the threag of business and political 
understanding, this is an attempt to 
unspin it and burden Germany 
even heavier after the year’s end.” 
If the “poisonous fangs” are not 
eliminated from the counter pro- 
posal, the paper said, Germany can 
not be convinced that France is 
really sincere in her wish to effect 
a community of nations. 
The Nationalist Der Tag char- 
acterized the French reply as 
“Shylock politics.” Lokal Anzei- 
ger, under a headline of “French 
Chamber Unanimous for Tribute,” 
said the various reservations were 
“big obstacles on the path taken 
by Hoover” and wonders what Mr.

Circuit Judge Hall today gave 
his decision in the Morgan street 
widening and extension cases, to 
which he had given more than four 
months.

All these cases will have to 
go to a new commission, which 
Judge Hall will appoint, to fix 
damages. In 80 other cases the 
damage awards made by the for- 
mer commission will stand, and in 
75 cases settlement has been 
reached. 

In about one-half of the 283 
cases in which exceptions were 
filed by the city to the damage 
awards, the property owners filed 
counter-objections, charging either 
that the damages awarded were too 
low, or that the benefits assessed 
against their remaining property 
were too high, or both. In a num- 
ber of cases where damages were 
awarded to and benefits assessed 
against the same person, Judge 
Hall found that both damages and 
benefits were high, but that they 
balanced each other nearly enough 
to let the judgment stand. 

About 450 exceptions were filed 
by property owners in the benefit 
district, not recipients of damage 
awards. Of these, all but 50 were 
adjusted by conferences between 
the court and the property owners.

| Senator Dill and Representative Davis Declare 
That Majority of the Commission 
Misconstrued the Law. 


Post-Dispatch Bureau, 
201-205 Kellogg Building, 
WASHINGTON, June 27. — The 
two authors of the Federal Radio 
Act have issued denunciations of 
the Federal Radio Commission for 
its action in voting Tuesday to re- 
new station licenses of the Radio 
Corporation of America, which re- 
cently was adjudged guilty in the 
Federal courts of having engaged 
in unfair trade practices. Simul- 
taneously, the Radio Protective As- 
sociation, consisting of independent 
radio manufacturers, demanded 
hat the commission reopen the case 
to determine whether it is in “the 
public convenience and necessity” 
to renew the 1409 licenses held by 
R. C. A. and its subsidiaries. 

The Radio Act was written by 
Senator Clarence Dill (Dem.), 
Washington, and Representative 
Edwin L. Davis (Dem.) Tennessee. 
Since the commission’s decision to 
renew the licenbes“turned entirely 
on an interpretation of the law, the 
Washington Bureau of the Post- 
Dispatch wired the authors of the 
statute for their comments on the 
decision. : 

In the replies, just received, both 
Davis and Dill declared that the 
majority of the commission had 
misconstrued the law. Davis adding 
that the pretext given for renewing 
the R. C._A. licenses was “silly 
prattle;”’ and Dill declaring that the 
effect of the decision was to make 
“a dead letter” of the anti-monop- 
oly provisions of the act where the 
R. C. A. is concerned. 

What the Law Provides. 

As has been explained, section 
13 of the Radio Act provides that 
when a corporation has attempted 
by ahy means to monopolize radio 
communication, or has been found 
guilty of unfair methods of com- 
petition, the Radio Commission 
shall not renew its licenses or the 
licenses of its subsidiaries. In the 
celebrated “tube clause case,” in 
Delaware, the Federal Court held 
that the Radio Corporation had at- 
tempted to monopolize radio va- 
cuum tubes, vital to radio com- 
munication. 

Nevertheless, in a majority opin- 
ion concurred in by Commissioners 
Robinson, Starbuck and Lafount, it 
was held that this case did not 
come within the meaning of section 
13 of the Radio Act, and hence 
htat there was no legal reason for 
denying the licenses. Commission- 
ers Saltzman -and Sykes dissented 
from the opinion, holding that sec- 
tion 13 did apply to the tube clause 
case. and that the Commission had 
no alternative but-to deny -the li- 


censes. 
| In arguments before the Com- 
mission, attorneys for the Radio 
‘Corporation and its subsidiaries 
had argued that a refusal of the 
licenses would destroy the useful- 
ness of much valuable equipment, 
and seriously cripple radio broad- 
casting and communication. In re- 
ply to this, it was pointed out that 
by denying one or more licenses 
the Commission could insure nm 
court test the provisions of the 
law, meanwhile allowing the vast 
majority of the R. C. A. stations 
‘to remain in operation, pending a 


“Applied Absolutely’’—Davis. 

The text of the message received 
from Representative Davis. some 
times called “the fdther: of radio 
legislation,’’ was as follows: 

“The decision of the Radio Com- 
mission was very disappointing. Of 
course, Section 13 applied abso- 


lutely to the case under considera- 
tion. The pretext given a major- 
ity of the commissioners for their 
decision was silly prattle in the 
light of the facts and the plain lan- 
guage of the statute. Section 13 
was amended to apply only to fu- 
ture. acts in order to give the Radio 
monopoly an opportunity to desist 
from its unlawful practices, which 
it has failed to do. The Radio 
monopoly has sinned away its day 
of grace. The effect on the mon- 
opoly which would have been 
caused by denial of the licenses 
was none of the Commission's busi- 
ness, Its business is to enforce the 
law as it stands on the statuee 
books. It is to be hoped that some 
patriotic citizen will appeal the 
case to the courts.” 


Senator Dill's statement, equally 
vigorous in tone afid contents, was 
as follows: 

“The action of the majority of 
the Commission makes the anti- 
monopoly provisions of the Radio 
Act a dead letter so far as the R. 
C. A. is concerned. If the Com- 
mission members were in &ny doubt 
they should at least have made a 
test case for a Supreme Court de- 
cision, so the status of-.radio un- 
der our constitution could be deter- 
mined. The language of the radio 
statute could not be more explicit 
for purposes of application to the 
tube clause case. Section 13 needs 
no amendment, but the country 
leeds a new President who will 
appoint new members of the Com- 
mission to enforce the anti-mon- 
opoly provisions of the present 
law.”’ 

Stand of the Independents. 

Oswald Schuette, director of the 
Radio Protective Association, made 
public a letter he has sent to the 
Commission, in which he argued 
that Tuesday's. decision did not 
close the case, and that the Com- 
mission must still determine 
whether it is in “the public conven- 
lence and necessity,” to renew li- 
censes to the R. GC. A. at a time 
when the Government is suing it 
under the anti-trust laws. He said: 

“Congress imposes upon you the 
duty, under your oaths of office 
and before granting any licenses or 
renewals of licenses, to determine 
whether it is in ‘the public inter- 
est, convenience and necessity’ to 
make such grants of the priceless 
radio channels entrusted to your 
custody. Your mere decision that 
section 13 does not prohibit such 
a grant only makes your duty more 
plain and more important. It is 
the custom of your Commission to 
refuse renewals to minor violators 
of the law, or even of administra- 
tive regulations of your Commis- 
‘sion, by certifying that these re- 
'newals do not meet this ‘public in- 
terest, convenience, or necessity.’ 
Surely, therefore, your commission 
cannot decline to apply the same 
standards to the 1409 licenses of 
the Radio trust. 

‘That duty can be met Only by 
searching inquiry into the flagrant 
violations of the anti-trust laws 
which have been and are being 
committed by the radio trust. The 
Department of Justice has filed a 
suit for the dissolution of that 
trust, on the ground that it is try- 


ing to monopolize radio communi- 
‘cations and radio commerce. Your 
commission ean not be ignorant of 
that notorious fact. We, therefore, 
respectfully request your commis- 
sion to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of these charges and to obtain 
from the Department of Justice— 


0S. INDICTS 59 
IN LIQUOR RING 
AT AURORA, ILL 


Produced and Distributed 
2,000,000 Gallons of Al- 
cohol Since 1927.

CHICAGO, June 27.—Fifty-ning 
men and two firms were indictel by 
a Federal grand jury yesterday for 
violating the liquor laws in Illinois 


and Iowa from headquarters at Au- 
rora, Ill. 

More than 2,000,000 galions of al- 
cohol was produced and distributed 
by the syndicate since 1927. Fed- 
eral operatives said. The syndicate, 
it is charged, was allied with “Scar- 
face” Al Caponé and that many of 
those indicted were one-time alco- 
hol-cookers for Capone. 

Capone himself is awaiting sen- 
tence on a plea of guilty of income 
tax evasion and conspiracy to yio- 
late liquor laws, for which he was 
indicted with 68 of his gangsters. 
He also is under six months’ sen- 
tence for contempt of court.

Duty to Prevent Monopoly, 

“We do not ask ‘you to do this 
to compete with the Department of 
Justice in prosecuting these law- 
breakers or in punishing them for 
their offense. The department is 
amply able to do that alone. We 
ask you to do this solely to deter- 
mine whether in ‘the public inter- 
est, convenience or necessity,’ to 
grant further licenses to these of- 
fenders during the pendency of 
these prosecutions. It is not your 
duty to punish but to prevent 
monopoly. We therefore request 
particularly that you investigate 
the illegal relations that exist be- 
tweep the Radio Corporation of 
America, the General BPlectric Co., 
the Westinghouse Electric & Manu- 
facturing Co., the General Motors 
Corporation, the United Fruit Co. 
and the American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co., as well as the rela- 
tions between these companies and 
the National Broadcasting Co., the 
Radio - Marine Corporation of 
America, R. C. A. Communications 
Inc., and the R. C. A.-Victor Cor- 
poration, all holding broadcasting 
and communication licenses at the 
hands of your commission.” 

At the commission no indication 
was given as to what action, if any, 
it will take on Schuette’s request.

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CENTENARY OF THE REAPER. 

A small group of farmers in the Valley of Vir- 
ginia who in the summer of 1831 watched the trial 
of a grain cutter which Cyrus“McCormick had in- 
vented did not know that they were witnessing a 
historic event.- The Erie Canal was stimulating West- 
ern settlement, the dawn of the railroad era had ar- 
rived, and improved plows were facilitating the break- 
ing of the fertile prairie land. But harvesting meth- 
‘eds had changed little since Biblical times, and grain 
production was limited by the amount that men could 
cut by hand labor. 

The reaper, with the thresher, made possible the 
growitg of many bushels of grain where only one 
had been grown before. New transportation methods 
brought this grain to the Atlantic seaboard and into 
the markets of Europe. Farming was changed from 
a self-sufficient to a commercial! basis, and the drudg- 
ery of farm work was lessened. The cheapening of 
foodstuffs and the release of millions from the work 
of raising food has fostered the growth of cities, 
where great numbers spend their time in producing 
the luxuries of modern life which were impossible in 
a generation when a large part of the time of the 
human race was spent in getting a living from the 
soil. The reaper stimulated the movement of the 
free labor of the North into the West. Its wide use 
at the time of the Civil War made possible the re- 
‘lease of tens of thousands to join the Union forces, 
with no let-up in agricultural production. It was 
one of the ironies of history that the cotton gin, 
which revived the dying institution of slavery, should 
have been the product of Yankee mechanical genius. 
It was an equally strange turn of fate that the same 
region that gave to the Confederacy some of its finest 
fighting men should have given the North a powerful 
ally in the reaper. 

With the blind strength of the machine, the reaper 
has left its trail of problems. The abandoned farms 
of New England are a monument to it. American 
grain pouring into France and Germany during the 
last quarter of the nineteenth century helped to re- 
vive protectionism in those countries. The present 
farm problem is but part of the agricultural revo 
lution which the reaper, the thresher, the tractor and 
‘other mechanical appliances have produced. 


| Less sensational than the radio or the talkies, less

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ASLEEP AT THE PIPE LINE. 
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Education in the Future-Perfect 


Modern education has advanced in horizontal spread of popular learning, but has 
gained little in thoroughness or aspiration; zeal for, teaching methods, supplant- 
ing educational processes, held partly responsible for our social disarray; experi- 
ments backed by huge gifts lead expanded colleges far from original paths. 


By Otto Heller, Dean of the Graduate School, Washington University. 


T .seems a mockery of fate that our 
| current Saturnalia of crime follow so 

close upon the greatest educational ado 
in the history of the country. When the 
“crime wave” first rolled in upon our nor- 
mal order; with a sinister but net as ret 
overpowering vehemence, public opinion 
glibly explained it as an unavoidable conse- 
quence of the war and continued. sitting 
pretty in its complacency. 

More recently, statistical estimates show- 
ing that over 70 per cent of eur criminal 
class were less than 8 years of age when 
we entered the war, and that the “median”’ 
age of the up-to-date gunman is hardly 
above 18, cause us to beat about for some 
other scapegoat. The automobile, the pic- 
ture palace, prohibition, the night club and 
the Sunday School (ex absentia) have va- 
riously been put in nomination. Oddly 
enough, no questioning finger has yet open- 
ly pointed at the néw-fangled education to 
which the felon a la mode was exposed 
during his formative period. Yet no rela- 
tion can be more safely assumed than that 
between early training and the develop- 
ment of character. 

Only a fool can charge modern educa- 
tional schemes with indifference, let alone 
with antagonism, to social welfare. They 
are, on the contrary, almost  fanatically 
bent on its promotion. The question can 
only be whether, by radical revaluation of 
its raison d'etre, the school has not per- 
formed a grave disservice to society. In 
the wake of abrupt innovations, sins of 
omission are sure to appear. I feel con- 
vinced that the frantic desertion from the 
ways of experience to the ways of expert- 
ment that went with the hasty determina~- 
tion to convert the art of teaching into a 
science, has had not a little to do with our 
violent social] disarray. 


The old-time schoolmaster was concerned 


to impart knowlédge and discipline, and * 


time Was allowed for his efforts to “soak 
in.” His work was fudged in the long per- 
spective by his results as a teacher. T" 3 
schoolmaster of today has perforce divert- 
ed his attention from the substance to the 
method. He does not expect to spend his 
life teaching; his ambition is to rise to ad- 
ministrative posts, His first care if pre- 
paring his way to promotion is for an 
advanced degree, earned mainly by taking 
courses in the technique of school adminis- 
tration. He knows that his career depends 
on his proficiency in measuring, weighing, 
testing, collecting, assembling and blueprint- 
ing facts and figures at the call of highly 
paid educational statisticians, surveyors, 
Binet testers, I. Q.-takers and question- 
nairians. Class room work is a mere step- 
ping stone to the bigger and better places 
in the system. 
_/ Progress in education is not to be de- 
ed. Be it freely granted that we have 
raised the “efficiency quotient’ of the 


schools; in particular have we all but dc- 


leted the stain of native illiteracy from 
American civilization. Alas, ‘its counter- 
part on the upper plane of culture, unspirit- 
uality, we have not even attempted to con- 
quer. So far as popular education. is con- 
cerned, it has made satisfactory progress/ 


radially, on a horizontal plane; I doubt | 


whether it has advanced much either in 
thoroughness or in aspiration. The reform 
movement in the lower reaches of educa- 
tion has left many promises unfulfilled. 

The fault is not with the taxpayer. He 
has been far from niggardly toward. the 
schools, and on the whole has shown him- 
self ready to give public education a pri- 
mary place in the national economy: Where 
education is on short rations, the chances 
are that the politicians are to blame. Per- 
haps ‘tis better thus, considering the doubt- 
ful qualifications of local and _ territorial 
despots for disposing of funds in sane pro- 
portions to proper educational needs. As 
long as politics is politics, in Oklahoma, 
Mississippi, Louisiana and elsewhere, for 
that matter, who will predict the fate of 
education with money aplenty, under the 
management of experts like the Hons. Mur- 
ray, Bilbo and Long? 


Perhaps we can gain an idea of the pos- 
sibilities of public education under full- 
blown political control from the effeet of 
the much more intelligent and discreet 
power of private benevolence on the poli- 
cies of endowed institutions. We see col- 
leges and universities hectically vying with 


each other for patronage of rieh individyais - 


and foundations. And, according te the will 
or whim ef their benefactors, they strive 
for a distinction grounded principally on 
difference from older patterns. 

This brings me to the much Alive sub- 
ject of reform in higher education. I have 
no desire to break out into praises of the 
good oid time. -Educational reform has its 
g00d uses at all times, for there is always 
reom and need for imptovement. But “re- 
form” is not necessarily improvement.

Elsah, Ill., How to Stay Old 


Plans Are Change 


Harmony of Storie Dwellings: Maintained 
When Corrugated Iron Filling Station 


d by Skilled Hand. 


Free architectural advice has 
been offered to residents of pic- 
turesque Elsah, 80-year-old Ililnois 
village adjoining the site of Prin- 
cipia College on the Piasa plufts, 
by authorities of the institution. 

Realizing the stone dwellings of 
the community represent a type of 
early American architecture seldom 
seen in this country, the college of- 
ticers decided to co-operate in 
averting the marring of architectu- 
ral harmony of the village through 
the influx of new establishments 
occasioned by the erection of the 
$3,500,000 college, 35 miles north 
of St. Louis. r 

So Bernard R. Maybeck of San 
Francisco, architect of the Princip- 
ia development which will repre- 
sent an idealized English village 
with buildings strikingly similar in 
appearance to some of those at El- 
sah, has become a consulting archi- 
tect to residents of the town. 

Observing the conventjonal type 
of corrugated iron filling station 
going up by a vine-covered build- 
irg whose stones have been mel- 
lowed. by the years, Maybeck pre- 
sented the proprietors with a cray- 
on sketch of a filling statien of old 
stone and heavy timbers, even to 
a Colonial swinging sign bearing 
the name of the owners. 

The owners—Jake and Albert 
Spatz—were delighted. But .they 
feared it might prove too expensive. 

“We can’t afford to pay stone- 
masons $15 a day for a filling sta- 


tion,” they said. “Furthermore, 
there’s nobody hére who can lay 
stone.”’ 

Yet, in 1853, every villager whe 
would build a stone house was giv- 
en a lot free, and the town, now 
containing about 90 persons, de- 
veloped. Today their descendants 
do not know the art of laying 
stone. 

Buy Maybeck told the filling sta- 
tion owners to “do the work your- 
selves,” devised a crude but ef- 
fective form, reduced costs fur- 
ther by presenting them with a 
weathered white oak beam from 
the old Piasa Bluffs Hotel, now 
being dismantled on the college 
site, and the work is almost com- 
pleted. It is taking more time to 
build the station, but since the 
brothers are doing the work them- 
selves, the financial outlay is no 
Pmore than had they been content 
with the modern structure. 

Pillars of rough hewn stone are 
connected by the great beam; the 
station itself is built into the hill- 
side; the main street of Elsah pre- 
seryes .the picturesqueness which 
Maybeck says is seen now only in 
some sections of Vermont. Vines 
from the Principia property will 
be planted round the walls. 

And none of the old homesteads 
of Elsah, severale of which have 
been acquired by the college, have 
lost the dignity of a type of archi- 
tecture which gains beauty through 
the years.

OF NATURE OF LIGHT 


Hindu Physicist Says Rays Con- 
sist of Particles in 
Motion. 


By the Associated Press. 

CALCUTTA, India, June 27.— 
Sir Chandraseckhara Yenkata, this 
year’s Nobel prize winner in phy- 
sics, announces discovery of proof 
that light con:‘sts of particles pos- 
sessing attributes of angular mo- 
tion which hitherte have been re- 
garded as theoretical. . 

Hé says he made the discovery 
by experiments in scattering light 
in gases to determine the state of 
polarization and molecular spin. 


Discovery Explained by Comparing 

Light to Series of Thrown Balls. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 27. Sir 
Chandrasekhara Yenkata’s discov- 
ery is.much like finding that light 
instead of being immaterial is a 
string of baseballs, whizzing and 
curving as they speed ahead. 

The idea that light is both _par- 
ticles and waves is not new, but 
there has been a wide gap between 
the known wave characters of light 
and its particle attributes. 

The angular momentum depends 
partly on distribution of mass in 
a particle. The shape of the par- 
ticle is likely to be a factor in this 
distribution of mass. So. finding 
angular momentum in light is 
really to discover some more of 
the ways in which it acts like a 
string of particles. 

The angular velocity is the angle 
through which an object turns in 
one second of time. 

Since it is difficult to think of 
a light wavs as having anything 
in.common it: “angular momen- 
tum,” Dr. H. H. Sheldon, profes- 
sor of physics of New York Uni- 
versity, suggests the baseball 
analogy.

Lucky? Well, scarcely. It was 
probably unlucky that his ailerons 
came loose the other day while he 
was in the air, but luck never shot 
a racing plane up and into a lop- 
sided loop to gain altitude, so the 
pilot could fall out with his para- 
chute. That was sheer quick 
thinking—Jimmie calls it instinct 
—and skill based on experience. 

It was the second time he had 
to take to his ‘chute because 
something went wrong with the 
wings. In September, 1929, he 
dived from 4000 to 2000 feet over 
Cleveland, practising for an exhi- 
bition, when a wing gave under 
the strain, and he had to jump. 
The plane landed in a field com- 
pletely wrecked, but Jimmie after

Afterward he 
turned professional for a short 
time. 

He was already married when 
the war started, and after he enlist- 
ed in the air service, his wife 
worked as a stenographer in the 
Los Angeles shipyards. But he was 
disappointed, for, instead of being 
sent overseas, he proved so good 
an aviator he was made a war com- 
| bat instructor. He had _ several 
accidents in that work. a student 
being killed in one crash. Doolittle 
landed without his landing gear. 

After the war he continued in 
the service, and in 1922 made the 
first nonstop transcontinental flight, 
from Pablo Beach, Florida, te San 
Diego. On the first takeoff, his 
plane overturned, in about two feet 
of water, and Jimmie tells with 
amusement of how his helmet was 
pushed over his nose and eyes, so 
that he thought he was pinned un- 
der water by the plane, and tried 
to escape “drowning” by climbing 
the plane wires, with water gnly to 
his knees.

with a speed of 232 miles an hour, 
and was hailed as ‘the master 
pilot.” The speed was a record, 


but the next day he added to it 
by setting a reoord of 245.713 miles 
an hour, with a seaplane, taking
